STUDY MOTOR LAWS» - 


Uniform License Rules 
Urged by National 
Council Heads 


HICAGO, Feb. 25.—Uni- 
form license laws for 
automobile drivers and com- 
pulsory motor insurance will 
be discussed at the confer- 
ence on street and highway 
safety, which is to be held in 
Washington next month, ac- 
cording to an announcement 
by the National Safety 


Council. 

It is expected that President 
Coolidge and Herbert Hoover will 
be among the speakers at the ses- 
sions. Officials of the National 
Safety Council favor uniform li- 
cense laws as a step in the right 
direction. It is their opinion, how- 
ever, that regulations adopted by 
states, cities and towns will have 
little effect unless the necessary 
follow-up work is done by traffic 
officers and courts. 


W. H. Cameron, managing di- 
rector of the council, laments 
that in some states it is possible 
for intoxicated drivers to operate 
cars without losing their licenses, 
for the simple reason that some- 
thing which never has been is- 
sued cannot be revoked. 

He favors a real physical and 
mental test for applicanis and 
feels that those state registrars of 
motor vehicles who have been 
quick to revoke the licenses of 
drunken and _ reckless drivers 
have contributed something 
worth while to the safety move- 
ment. 

Although some people imagine 
that compulsory automobile insur- 
ance will reduce the number of au- 
tomobile accidents, this theory has 
not met with very great enthusiasm 
on the part of S. J. Williams, in 
charge of the public safety actiyi- 
ties of the council. 

He says that it would be just as 
logical to make fire or life instr- 
ance compulsory in the hope of 
protecting families. Mr. Williams 
declares that it will take more 
than mere laws that shift the re- 
sponsibility from the shoulders of 
auto drivers on to those of insur- 
ance companies to solve the traf- 
fic problem. In fact, he feels that 
any such law would only tend to 
make the present careless drivers 
more neeeee. 


NASH-AJAX COMPLETES 
TEST TRIP IN BLIZZARD.

Dealers’ future commitments 
are heavier at this time than they 
usually are, it is said, and it is the 
opinion of the trade that the year 
will witness larger sales than be- 
fore recorded. 

Although recent imports show a 
decrease from the monthly aver- 
age, it is accounted for by the fact 
that many orders with the factories 
covering future requirements were 
held up for shipment under _in- 
structions from 18cal dealers who

Unbiased Testimony 

E of the automotive industry have long claimed that 

bus transportation, if given a fair chance, is more 
efficient and more economical than railed carriers. Obvi- 
ously, a certain amount of self-interest may be charged 
against us in making the assertion, so we welcome a totally 
impartial opinion, reproduced below, from a recent issue of 
the Boston Transcript:— | 

“There was a surprise in the storm. Against the giant 
difficulties which the Boston Elevated had to contend with 
during the snow-gale, it was the infant of the service—the 
motor bus—which gave the best account of itself. Trolley 
cars, running on steel rails and linked with hundreds of 
thousands of kilowatts of electric energy, were stalled in 
scores of places, time and time again. And once they were 
stalled, little could be done to get them promptly moving 
again. Even the Boylston Street subway was blocked. The 
big and apparently unwieldy motor bus, on the other hand, 
with only its store of gasoline to rely on, continued in opera- 
tion much more regularly. If it ran into trouble, it could 
back out of it, and proceed around the obstruction. 

If it could not make headway on one street, it made it 

on another. In town, the regular lines, such as that from 
the Fenway along Bolyston and Charles Streets to the 
_North Station, were in steady operation—not- on schedule 
time, to be’ sure—but still without any positive failure. At 
outlying points the buses not only served their usual routes 
quite well, but were pressed into emergency use to relieve 
stalled trolley routes. In short, all the 160 buses of the 
elevated performed remarkably well, and were the surprise 
andthe bright spot in a dark situation. 

“Identical word comes concerning the motor buses of 
such another line as the Boston & Middlesex Street Railway. | 
This road has several bus lines serving various sections of | 
the Newtons and contiguous territory. All of them continued 
in operation when entire sections of the electric road were 
hopelessly blockaded. The Boston & Middlesex, it will be 
recalled, is looking forward to the day when it will have 
motorized its whole service. 

“It is now evident, and more than evident, 
that the value of the motor bus as a flexible arm of 

the city’s transport system is very considerable. 

It is peculiarly able to battle with emergencies. 

Even though the larger type of bus looks big and 

cumbersome, and though one might imagine it 

would easily run into trouble, the truth appears 

to be that its size, coupled with its power, is really 

an ally. 

“In the opinion of the elevated’s operating 

officials, it is important to stress the fact, how- 
ever , that if motor buses had already been installed 
here in great numbers, and had been expected to 
serve last night not as an auxiliary arm of trans- 
port, but to carry the full crowd of the elevated’s 
main lines, there is little reason to believe that they 
would have served any better, if as well, as the 
trolley cars. 

The “law of diminishing returns,” officials say, would 
have come into operation, and would have come in with a 
vengeance. Inevitably there would have been blockades 
and stallings which, with 1,600 buses in operation instead of 
160, could not have been promptly relieved. But this surely 
does not diminish the surprise, and the credit, of the service 
which the motor bus actually did render last night.”

KRON, 0O., Feb. 25.—

the Seiberling Rubber Com- 
pany was $1,244,967.96 in 
1925, according to an an- 
nouncement just made. The 
report of the financial earn- 
ings of the company will-be 
read to the stockholders at 
the annual meeting, which 
will be held March 8. 

Net sales show an increase of 
40.37 per cent. over those of last 
year, amounting to $10,569,522.77 
after all charges such as cash and 
trade discounts, rebates and allow- 
ances were deducted. 

The net profit as shown by the 
report is equal to 11.78 per cent. 
on the net volume of business 
transacted, or after the payment of 
deferred dividends, to $6 per share 
on the outstanding common stock, 
valued at $10 a share. 

President F. A. Seiberling made 
the following remarks in regard to 
the report: 

“Our business has expanded con- 
sistently and within the year we 
have made additions to our plant 
equipment which will increase its 
capacity at least 50 per cent. 

“That dividends will be paid on 
the common is unlikely at this 
time, due to our increased capital 
requirements caused by the high 
cost of crude rubber and expanding 
business, but we have reason to be- 
lieve that dividends on preferred 
stock will be regularly paid in the 
future. 

“Every indication points to a sub- 
stantial increase, both in volume of 
business and net profits, as com- 
pared against last year. Our busi- 
ness is well established and has 
a growing good-will which justifies 
this belief,” stated Seiberling.
